To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Horsburgh  on  War  Services  I  beg  to 
submit  his  Annual  Deport  for  the  year  1941. 

The  report  follows  its  usual  course  with  the  exception  of  a 
further  restriction  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  the 
publication  of  some  of  the  customary  statistical  records.  Any 
omissions  will,  howTever,  be  obviated  by  the  keeping  of  complete 
records  in  the  Department  for  use  as  occasion  requires  and  for 
reference  at  any  future  date. 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  Borough  in  the  main  compare  favour¬ 
ably  with  those  of  the  previous  year,  but  the  period  under  review 
was  marked  bv  an  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  the  commoner 
infectious  diseases  such  as  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Measles, 
and  by  the  occurrence  of  a  few  cases  of  Enteric  Fever.  The 
deaths  from  these  diseases  were  similarly  higher,  notably  in 
respect  of  Diphtheria  from  which  nine  deaths  were  registered, 
and  Measles  5  deaths,  as  against  none  in  the  previous  year.  The 
effect  of  the  Diphtheria  Immunization  campaign  will  be  watched 
with  interest  in  the  years  to>  come,  when  it  is  hoped  that  mortality 
among  those  successfully  protected  will  be  reduced  to  a  minimum 
or  even  entirely  prevented.  But  to  secure  any  material  reduc¬ 
tion  both  in  incidence  and  mortality  there  must  be  shown  even 
greater  enthusiasm  by  the  public  for  this  protective  measure 
than  has  been  the  case  up  to  the  present.  There  are  however 
already  indications  that  its  popularity  is  slowly  but  surely 
increasing. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  of  all  births  occurring  in  the 
Borough  52  per  cent,  were  delivered  by  the  Municipal  Midwives 
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acting  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  D.  King.  That  this  number 
is  not  higher  is  doubtless  due  to*  the  continued  activity  in  the 
Borough  of  independent  practising  midwives  whose  work  has 
been  generally  of  a  satisfactory  nature. 

The  continued  war  conditions  during  the  year  1941  have  placed 
heavy  strain  on  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  I  am  sure  it  would  have  been  Dr.  Horsburgh’s  wish 
to  extend  to  everyone  his  thanks  for  their  willing  co-operation 
and  attention  to  duty  during  these  trying  times. 

While  thanking  the  Committee  and  the  Council  for  their  support 
and  confidence  in  the  past  I  trust  that  this  will  be  continued 
in  a  like  manner  while  the  Department  is  under  my  temporary 
administrative  control.
